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WHAT IS CLAIMED: 

1. A method for treating cancer in a human, which 
comprises administe/ing to said human an anti-cancer effective 
amount of a compound selected from the group consisting of 
gossypol, -go&syptei — acetic — acid, gossypolone, anti-cancer 
effective metabolites thereof, or physiologically acceptable 
salts thereof,/ and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

2. The mfethod of claim 1, wherein said compound is 
gossypol acetic jsggid. 

3. The method of claim 1 or 2, wherein said cancer is

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9. A method for treating cancel/ in a human which 
comprises administering to said human an/anti-cancer effective 
amount of gossypol acetic acid and anf anti-cancer effective 
amount of gossypol, gossypolone, of a combination of said 
latter compounds. 

10. A method for treating /cancer in a human, which 
comprises administering to said hiiman an anti-cancer effective 
amount of a conventional chemc/therapeutic compound and an 
anti-cancer effective amount of. a compound selected from the 
group consisting of goss/pol, /ijosjsypol acetic acid, 
gossypolone, or a combinatio/n of s^idlatter compounds. 

11. The method of cLaim 10, wherein said conventional 
chemotherapeutic compound is selected from the group 
consisting of 5-fluorourafcil, adriamycin, Cytoxan, cisplatin, 
etoposide, suramin, or mitotane. 

12. The method (3f claim 10, wherein said anti-cancer 
effective amount of a/conventional chemotherapeutic compound 
is administered to said human in combination with an anti- 
cancer effective amount of gossypol acetic acid.
